of a Man of Braius to Man- 


age Alfalfa. 


"Ilusty GUSB" ban Is in a communica- 


tion referring to tbe defects ID the Bftiain 
bill, which failed to receive tho signa- 
ture ol the governor. He begins by ob- 
jecting to tbe admission of brokers and 
oommiBBion men to the bop.nl of direct- 
ors, and goes on to Bay: 


"Last year they encouraged immedi- 


ate shipments, tanking each of us believe 
that we were going to get ahead of our 
dear neighbor, and wheu the stakes were 
all put up BinmltaneoaBly broke tbe mar- 
ket and raked in the rjot at their own 
price. 
Aided by the immense profits 


they have been enabled to bank, they 
are just now no doubt laying their pipes 
to catch us again. If they can't do it by 
wholesale as they did last year, they will 
do it by retail, onco they are represented 
on the board of directors. In fact, all 
they have to du is to get hold of our busi- 
ness and carefully manage it in thoir 
own interests instead of their employers. 


"In all other civilized countries I be- 


lievo it a custom for the commission 
merchant to make op account sales, giv- 
ing name of each purchaser of- your 
goods, date anp* price, so that all can be 
verified U wished, but here it appears to 
be considered as a want of conBdence if 
one requires any particulars of the sale 
of his goods. You get account sales, 
sold for so much, commission on goods 
amount to so much, balance eo much. 
Like it or lump it, no satisfaction and no 
redress, even when definite and positive 
orders have been disregarded. 


"They can write you sweet letters of 


undying devotion, but if raisins are go- 
ing HP, they unfortunately sold the most 
of youra (theyuon't yet say how many) 
at the low price. If raisins are going 
down, none have been sold until hard- 
pan is reached, when they all go. I 
would like to hear from tbo shipper that 
ever got anything above the lowest price 
that ruled iu tho market for his raisins 
during the time they were 'on salo' in 
brokers' hands. 
"For doing all this BO nicely the com- 


mission man will tax you 6 per cent for 
the Bitle and 1 per cent for paying y u. 
Thia 0 per cout is upon the WOBB amount 
Freight and all, BO that in soino cases in 
the past season the coramiBHions came to 
20 por cent on the price your raisins 
<avo you in the sweat box. So the bro- 
ker can be honest and take most ol tbe 
profits, or he can ba dishonest, as they 
sometimes are, nud take everything. In 
either CBBO you have practically no 
redress. 
"Laat year demonstrated tho wisdom 


of combined action on the part o( the 
growers. It also demonstrated tho c au- 
;er of trusting one's business in the 
amide of a secret enemy. And any com- 
Dination this year with a commission 
man in it would sorely come to 'grief;' 
.Ueroforo tho Eovernor'a 'veto' baa no 
doubt saved us from disaster. 


"Ami now wo are in prime condition 


,o call a meeting and make things eo'.iJ. 
liow to dispose of our crop independent 
of the brokers is the question to bo set- 
,led—not a difficult matter provided 
cheap money can be obtained so as to 
carry tho crop until wanted. 


"To have thn banks aud money lend- 


ers recognize tbo value of raisins as a 
collateral will require something more 
than a hayseed directory. 


Tbo amount involved is quite suffi- 


cient to warrant the employment of a 
Rockafollor or Bomo other fallow who 
aaa tho brains, capacity and experience 
.o talk millions to those who have mill- 
ions for investment. In tbis way money 
at a low rate can be secured to carry tbe 
jtock, even if we have to secure it by 
Blanketing our vineyards. 


"Tbe salary of such a man would be 


.jry high, but the raisin business is a 
largo one. The coiniug crop should soil 
for over $3,COO,000. The brokers' G pet 
cent on this would come to nearly $200,- 
000. 
A tas to the grower of 1 per cent 


on all sold would give enough to pay a 
big salary, traveling expenses all over 
tho country, and the little items of olllca 
expenses that were so hard to moot last 
year by voluntary contributions. This 
would givo a bettor service than through 
middle men, and a direct saving to tbe 
producers in commissions alono of at 
least $150.000. 


"But where to find this wonderful man 


of affairs U tho question. 
We coo lei not 


;ruflt auy of tbo brokers or commission 
men that hove already had n wliack at 
us. They aro like tho dog that hag tast- 
ed aheep blood—they can 
never bo 


"How would it do to offer tbe position 


:o the importer of Spanish raisins, who 
iias dono ne BO much honor as a compet- 
itor, but has never bstrnyed us? 
\Vo 


save got to break him up at any prioo, 
and it would be far cheaper to employ 
ihat knowledge of the business than to 
light it at a disadvantage. 


"Among tbe raisin growers there aro 


10 doubts many retired business men 
who could, if they would take the trou- 
ble, give the leaa" experienced producer 
many valuable 3 ggestiona as to how to 
make this hininees a success, and there 
appears to be no better way than through 
the daily papers, where you are kindly 
allowed to have your say under an an- 
euraod name, eo tvat it will be taken for 
all it is worth and read by all interested 
it the!/ leienre, and no doubt help them 
o vote intelligently upon the questions 
is they coma up at the producers' and 
>acbera' meetings to be held soon.

BUl'ltHMK COURT DECISIONS. 


Heveral Oases Fanned Upoa by That 


Body. 


The supreme court had affirmed the 


decision of Judge Harris in the cave of I, 
8. Eshleman against O. U. Halter. 
JKshleman brought an action to compel 
tbe conveyance to him of forty acres of 
land, part of the Henrietta vineyard, 
under an agreement made in January, 
1880. 


Another case paflBed upon by tbe su- 


preme court is that of Alex Gordou, ad- 
rninlBtrator of the estate of J. H. Hamil- 
ton, againat Jane G. Booker. The liti- 
gation arose from a dispute as to the 
northern boundary of thie city. Some 
contended that the line established by 
I. Teilmau in making his survey of the 
Central addition was too far south. 


Hamilton in his life time bought a 


number of lots in this addition and after 
his death, Gordon, as administrator, 
brought an action to quiet title, main- 
taining the correctness of the Teilumn 
survey. The caae was tried before Judge 
Harris, who gave judgment (or Mrs. 
Booker. 
The supreme court bae re- 


versed the decision of the lower court, 
holding that there was neither evidence 
to show that the Hue established by 
Tollman was incorrect nor that Mre. 
Booker held any adverse claim. 


The same judgment WHS rendered by 


the supreme court in the case of Rayburn 
against Booker, 
involving the same 


point.

ome Believe H to Be a Sew Star 


of Bethlelieiii Heralding 


the Messiah. 


The mysterious brilliant star that in 
ugaging the attention of astronomers in 
alifornia was watched last night by 
uudreds of people in this city. Bo- 
eeo 8 and 9 o'clock the half-dozen 
.rfions wbo eaw H at midnight on the 
ecediog evening were watching the 
stern Bky for its rising, bat they 
iled to find it. At 1 o'clock yesterday 
orning it was about 30 degrees above 
e horizon in the aoutheaeteru flfcy, and 
waa expected last mgbt that it would 
se again in the east, and take the fame 
entern course. 
At abont 9:30 o'clock a press dispatch 
as received by THE RBI-UULICAN an- 
ounoing that the Btar was anain vmble 
om San Francieco and other pointe, 
ah above the horizon a little eoutb of 
est 
Wbeu the amateur astronomers 


ent out on the etreet they aaw the star 
bout 30 depress above the horizon 
eat by southwest. 
The extraordinary brilliancy and rapid 
winkling of tbe new heavenly body was 
weired by others and soon hundreds 
people wore gathered in the streets 
atchine the new messenger aa the 
hepherdB of old watched Ihe Star ol 
ethlohem. 
Its brilliance was nndimmed even in 
he bright light of the inoqn and it 
winkled like a coruscating diamond ol 
he first water, throwing out flashes ol 
carlet and emerald. To the naked eye 


appeared to be larger than a star of 
ue firtt magnitude, and the other lights 
n the eky seemed to be pale and sickly 
n comparison. Seen through an opera 
r field glass the brilliancy ol its flashes 
was remarkable, but it did not present 
uy of the phenomena of a comet. There 
was nothing nebulous either in it or 
around It. It was UB clear cut and more 


•illiant than Venus, Birius or Jupiter. 
Many theories vrera advanced to ac- 


count for the Btrauge visitor. Some por- 
ous asserted that it wafl a planet from 
afar traveling toward the earth and that 
n a year or GO tbe two would collide and 
be dissipated in fiery gaaea by the force 
of the impact. 
Others ridiculed this 


heory and held that as comets are olten 
eon to graze tho sun and then retreat, 
he two bodies would both absorb suffi- 
cient ot each other's magnetism to bring 
aboat repulsion when they approached 
nearer in tho same manner as tbe like 
poles of two magnets repel each other.

mind saw in the sparkling messenger 
tbe herald ol the second coming of the 
tfeesiah, and were greatly perturbed 


The comparatively rapid motion ot the 


Jwinkler waa the (subject of much com- 
ment BB it moved down towards tho 
western horizon.

to the burning o( tbe heavenly i-ody, and 
that the burning is moet probably duo to 
the sadden collision with another star. 
It rnuet be borne in mind that thoro are 
probably as many black and invisible 
stars iu the flky as there are bright oncn. 
The brightness ia due only to beat. 
When a star ia cold it becomea invisible. 
There may be thoueaods of theaa invis- 
ible start) in the sky, some perhaps voiy 
near tho earth. Should two of them, by 
any unbalancing of their equilibrium, 
rush together, there would be a sudden 
blaze ot light where nothing had been 
seen before, as there was laat night."
